Statement of purpose of bill as introduced:  This bill proposes to adopt the 7 

State’s annual transportation capital program and make miscellaneous changes 8 

to laws related to transportation. 9 

An act relating to the transportation capital program and miscellaneous 10

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont:   12

Sec. 1.  TRANSPORTATION PROGRAM ADOPTED; DEFINITIONS 15 

(a)  The Agency of Transportation’s proposed fiscal year 2017 16 

Transportation Program appended to the Agency of Transportation’s proposed 17 

fiscal year 2017 budget, as amended by this act, is adopted to the extent 18 

federal, State, and local funds are available.   19 

(b)  As used in this act, unless otherwise indicated:  20 
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(1)  “Agency” means the Agency of Transportation. 1 

(2)  “Secretary” means the Secretary of Transportation. 2 

(3)  “TIB funds” means monies deposited in the Transportation 3 

Infrastructure Bond Fund in accordance with 19 V.S.A. § 11f. 4 

* * * Program Development Program; Funding Sources * * * 5 

Sec. 1a.  PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM; FUNDING SOURCES 6 

Spending authority in the Program Development Program within the fiscal 7 

year 2017 Transportation Program is modified in accordance with this section.  8 

Among projects selected in the Secretary’s discretion, the Secretary shall: 9 

(1)  reduce project spending authority by $12,086.00 in TIB funds; and 10

Sec. 7.  5 V.S.A. § 3734 is amended to read: 2 

§ 3734.  TRESPASS ON RAILROAD PROPERTY; PENALTY 3 

A person who, without right, loiters or remains in a depot, or upon the 4 

platform, approaches, or grounds adjacent thereto, after being requested to 5 

leave by a railroad policeman, sheriff, deputy sheriff, constable, or policeman, 6 

shall be fined not more than $20.00 nor less than $2.00. 7 

(a)  Definitions.  As used in this section: 8 

(1)  “Passenger” means a person traveling by train with lawful authority 9 

and who does not participate in the train’s operation.  The term “passenger” 10 

does not include a stowaway. 11 

(2)  “Railroad” means any form of nonhighway ground transportation 12 

that runs on rails or electromagnetic guideways.  “Railroad” does not include 13 

rapid transit operations in an urban area that are not connected to the general 14 

railroad system of transportation. 15 

(3)  “Railroad carrier” means a person providing railroad transportation. 16 

(4)(A)  “Railroad property” means all tangible property owned, leased, 17 

or operated by a railroad carrier, including a right-of-way, track, bridge, yard, 18 

shop, station, tunnel, viaduct, trestle, depot, warehouse, terminal, or any other 19 

structure, appurtenance, or equipment owned, leased, or used in the operations 20 
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of any railroad carrier, including a train, locomotive, engine, railroad car, work 1 

equipment, rolling stock, or safety device.   2 

(B)  “Railroad property” does not include a railroad carrier’s 

administrative building or offices, office equipment, or intangible property 

such as computer software or other information. “Railroad property” also 

does not include any real property owned or leased by a railroad carrier that 

is a roadbed, or that is located on either side of a roadbed, from which tracks 

are currently removed. 

(5)  “Right-of-way” means the track and roadbed owned, leased, or 3 

operated by a railroad carrier and property located on either side of the tracks 4 

that is readily recognizable to a reasonable person as being railroad property or 5 

is reasonably identified as such by fencing or appropriate signs.   6 

(6)  “Yard” means a system of parallel tracks, crossovers, and switches 7 

where railroad cars are switched and made up into trains, and where railroad 8 

cars, locomotives, and other rolling stock are kept when not in use or when 9 

awaiting repairs. 10 

(b)  Trespassing on railroad property prohibited.  Except for the purpose of 11 

crossing railroad property at a public highway or other authorized crossing, a 12 

person shall not, without lawful authority or the railroad carrier’s consent, 13 

knowingly enter or remain upon railroad property by an act including: 14 
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(1)  standing, sitting, resting, walking, jogging, or running, or operating a 1 

recreational or nonrecreational vehicle, including a bicycle, motorcycle, 2 

snowmobile, car, or truck; or 3 

(2)  engaging in recreational activity, including bicycling, hiking, 4 

camping, or cross-country skiing. 5 

(c)  Stowaways prohibited.  A person shall not, without lawful authority or 6 

the railroad carrier’s consent, ride on the outside of a train or inside a 7 

passenger car, locomotive, or freight car, including a box car, flatbed, or 8 

container. 9 

(d)  Persons with lawful authority to be on specified railroad property.  The 10 

following is a nonexhaustive list of persons who for the purposes of this 11 

section have lawful authority to be on railroad property and are not subject to 12 

the prohibitions of subsections (b) and (c) of this section:  13 

(1)  passengers on trains, or employees of a railroad carrier while 14 

engaged in the performance of their official duties; 15 

(2)  police officers, firefighters, peace officers, and emergency response 16 

personnel, while engaged in the performance of their official duties; 17 

(3)  a person going upon railroad property in an emergency to rescue a 18 

person or animal such as livestock, pets, or wildlife from harm, or to remove 19 

an object that the person reasonably believes to pose an imminent hazard; 20 
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(4)  a person on the station grounds or in the depot of the railroad carrier 1 

as a passenger, or for the purpose of transacting lawful business; 2 

(5)  a person, or the person’s family or invitee, or the person’s employee 3 

or independent contractor going upon a railroad’s right-of-way for the purpose 4 

of crossing at a farm or private crossing site approved by the railroad carrier or 5 

other crossing authorized by law in order to obtain access to land that the 6 

person owns, leases, or operates; 7 

(6)  a person having written permission from the railroad carrier to go 8 

upon the railroad property in question; 9 

(7)  representatives of the Transportation Board or Agency of 10 

Transportation while engaged in the performance of their official duties; 11 

(8)  representatives of the Federal Railroad Administration while 12 

engaged in the performance of their official duties; or 13 

(9)  representatives of the National Transportation Safety Board while 14 

engaged in the performance of their official duties. 15 

(e)  Exemptions.  The following persons are not subject to the prohibition of 16 

subsection (b) of this section: 17 

(1)  A person who has permission from the owner, lessee, or operator of 18 

land that is served by a private crossing authorized by law or approved by the 19 

railroad carrier to use the crossing for recreational purposes, and who enters 20 

upon the crossing for such purposes.  21 
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(2)  A person who enters or remains upon railroad property, other than a 1 

rail yard or rail bridge, while lawfully engaged in hunting, fishing, or trapping.  2 

However, the person shall not qualify as exempt under this subdivision (e)(2) if 3 

he or she enters within an area extending four feet outward from either side of 4 

the rail and within the rail, unless he or she crosses and leaves this area 5 

quickly, safely, and at an angle of approximately 90 degrees to the direction of 6 

the rail. 7 

(f)  Nothing in this section is intended to modify the rights, duties, 8 

liabilities, or defenses available to any person under any other law or under a 9 

license or agreement.  10 

(g)  Penalty.  A violation of this section is a traffic violation as defined 11 

in 23 V.S.A. chapter 24 and an action under this section shall be brought in 12 

accordance with 4 V.S.A. chapter 29.  A person who violates this section shall 13 

be subject to a civil penalty of not more than $200.00.  14

for an official business directional sign or an information plaza plaque shall 14 

pay to the travel information council Travel Information Council an initial 15 

license fee and an annual renewal fee as established by this section. 16 

(1)  Initial license fees shall be as follows: 17 

(A)  for full-sized or half-sized business directional signs, $175.00 18 

per sign; 19

Organization; 15 

(F)  the resilience of the transportation infrastructure to floods and 16 

other extreme weather events.

without limitation, the following factors: 19 

(A)  the functional importance of the highway or bridge transportation 20 

infrastructure as a link factor in the local, regional, or State economy; and 21 
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(B)  the functional importance of the highway or bridge transportation 1 

infrastructure in the health, social, and cultural life of the surrounding 2 

communities. 3

House and Senate Committees on Transportation, the House Committee on 11 

Ways and Means, and the Senate Committee on Finance.  The Committee shall 12 

be chaired alternately by the Chairs of the House and Senate Committees on 13 

Transportation, and the two-year term shall run concurrently with the biennial 14 

session of the Legislature.  The Chair of the Senate Committee on 15

* * * 19 

(d)  State aid for nonfederal disasters.  There shall be an annual 20 

appropriation for emergency aid in repairing, building, or rebuilding or 21 
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reconstructing class 1, 2, or 3 town highways and bridges and for repairing or 1 

replacing drainage structures including bridges on class 1, 2, 3, and 4 town 2 

highways damaged by natural or man-made disasters.  Eligibility for use of 3 

emergency aid under this appropriation shall be subject to the following 4 

criteria: 5 

(1)  The Secretary of Transportation shall determine that the disaster is of 6 

such magnitude that State aid is both reasonable and necessary to preserve the 7 

public good.

23 C.F.R. Part 668 Emergency Relief Program for federal-aid highways. 16 

(3)  Towns shall be eligible for reimbursement for repair or replacement 17 

costs of either up to 90 percent of the eligible repair or replacement costs or the 18 

eligible repair or replacement costs, minus an amount equal to 10 percent of 19 

the overall total highway budget, minus the town’s winter maintenance budget, 20 

whichever is greater. 21 
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(4)  For towns that have adopted road and bridge standards, eligibility for 1 

reimbursement for repair or replacement of infrastructure shall be to those 2 

standards.  For towns that have not adopted these standards, eligibility for 3 

reimbursement for repair or replacement of infrastructure shall be limited to 4 

the specifications of the infrastructure that preexisted the emergency event; 5 

however, the repair or replacement shall be to standards approved by the 6 

Agency of Transportation. 7

Sec. 36.  QUECHEE GORGE BRIDGE SAFETY ISSUES 10 

(a)  On or before July 1, 2016, or as soon as practicable thereafter if a longer 11 

period is required to obtain necessary permits or satisfy federal requirements, 12 

the Agency shall complete a project on or proximate to Bridge 61 on 13 

US Route 4 in the town of Hartford (Quechee Gorge Bridge) to install a 14 

structure providing information and resources, signs, or communication 15 

devices, or some combination of these, aimed at preventing suicides at the 16 

Quechee Gorge Bridge.  17 
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(b)  In consultation with the Agency of Commerce and Community 1 

Development, the Department of Health, the Department of Public Safety, 2 

local officials, local emergency personnel, the Hartford Area Chamber of 3 

Commerce, mental health practitioners, local business owners, and other 4 

interested stakeholders, the Agency of Transportation shall thoroughly review 5 

suicide prevention as well as pedestrian, first responder, and other safety 6 

measures that could be taken, and the merits of taking such measures, at the 7 

Quechee Gorge Bridge.  In conducting this review, the Agency shall identify: 8 

(1)  short- and long-term suicide prevention as well as pedestrian, first 9 

responder, and other safety measures for all users that could be taken at the 10 

Quechee Gorge Bridge in addition to the measures taken pursuant to 11 

subsection (a) of this section, including: 12 

(A)  providing information and resources, including emergency 13 

contact information and means of emergency communication; and 14 

(B)  physical improvements to the bridge structure and the 15 

surrounding area;  16 

(2)  estimated costs and benefits and an expected timeline associated 17 

with implementing the measures identified in subdivision (1) of this 18 

subsection; and 19 

(3)  economic, community, and tourism concerns associated with 20 

implementing the measures identified in subdivision (1) of this subsection. 21 
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(c)  On or before January 10, 2017, the Agency shall report the results of the 1 

review required under subsection (b) of this section to the House and Senate 2 

Committees on Transportation. 3
